In 2012, average weekday traffic on ICC was 28,900 vehicles.

Weekday traffic on ICC has increased 8,800 per day, from 22,200 to 30,900
Increase of 40% (compound growth rate of 2.6% per month)

Weekend traffic has increased 4,000 per day, from 14,800 to 18,800
Increase of 28% (compound growth rate of 1.9% per month)
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Users of the ICC experience significant travel time savings compared to parallel routes.

e Opening of the ICC appears to have shifted significant peak hour trips from parallel facilities,
thereby reducing congestion on those facilities. In general, average, daily traffic on parallel
corridors have decreased by (6-11)% likely due to the diversion to ICC. This has resulted in 5-11%
percent decrease in peak hour travel times on parallel corridors. Following table shows the
decrease in travel times in 2012 peak hour conditions compared to the “Before ICC” conditions.
